THE FINANCE ACT , 2002 
No . 20 OF 2002 

[ 11th May, 2002 ] 
An Act to give effect to the financial proposals of the CentralGovernment for 

the financial year 2002 -2003. 
BE it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty -third Year of the Republic of India as follows:-- 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. ( 1) This Actmay be called the Finance Act, 2002 .

(2 ) Save as otherwiso provided in this Act, sections 2 to 116 shall be deemed to have ment. 
come into force on the 1st day of April, 2002 . 

CHAPTER II 

RATES OP INCOME-TAX 
2 . (1) Subject to the provisions of sub - sections (2 ) and (3 ), for the assessment year Income-tax . 
commencing on the 1st day of April, 2002 , income tax shall be charged at the rates spocified 
in Part I of the First Schedule and such tax as reduced by the rebate of income-tax calculated 
under Chapter VIII - A of the Income- tax Act, 1961 (hereinafter referred to as the Incomo- tax . 
Act) shall be increased by a surcharge for purposes of the Union calculated in each case in 
the manner provided therein . 

(2 ) In the cases to which Paragraph A of Part 1 of the First Schedule applies, where the 
assessee bas, in the provious year, any get agricultural income exceeding five thousand 
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rupees, in addition to total income, and the total income exceeds fifty thousand rupees , 
then , 

( a ) the not agricultural incomeshall be taken into account, in the manner provided 
in clause (o ) [ that is to say, as if the net agricultural income were comprised in the total 
income after the first fifty thousand rupees of the total incomebutwithout being liable 
to tax ], only for the purpose of charging income- tax in respect of the total income; and 
(b ) the income- tax chargeable shall be calculated as follows: 

(1) the total income and the netagricultural income shall be aggregated and 
the amount of income- tax shall be determined in respect of the aggregate income 
at the rates specified in the said Paragraph A , as if such aggregate income were 
the total income; 

( ii) the net agricultural income shall be increased by a sum of fifty thousand 
rupees, and the amount of income- tax shall be determined in respect of the net 
agricultural income as so increased at the rates specified in the said Paragraph A , 
as if the net agricultural income as so increased were the total income; 

( III) the amount of income-tax determined in accordance with sub - clause 
(i) shall be reduced by the amount of income tax determined in accordance with 
sub - clause ( II) and the sum so arrived at shall be the income- tax in respect of the 

total income: 
Provided that the amount of income tax so arrived at, as reduced by the amount of 
rebate of income- tax calculated under Chapter VIII- A , shall be increased by a surcharge for 
purposes of the Union calculated in each case in the manner provided in that Paragraph and 
the sum so arrived at shall be the income-tax in respect of the total income. 

( 3) In cases to which the provisions of Chapter XII or Chapter XII - A or sub -section 
( 1A ) of section 161 or section 164 or section 164A or section 167B of the Income- tax Act 
apply , the tax chargeable shall be determined as provided in that Chapter or that section , and 
with reference to the rates imposed by sub -section (1 ) or the rates as specified in that 
Chapter or section , as the case may be : 

Provided that the amount of income-tax computed in accordance with the provisions 
of sections 112 and 113 shall be increased by a surcharge for purposes of the Union or 
surcharge as provided in Paragraph A , B , C , D or E , as the case may be , of Part I of the First 
Schedule : 

Provided further that in respectof any income chargeable to tax under sections 115A , 
115AB , 115AC , 115ACA , 115AD , 115B , 115BB , 115BBA , 115E and 115JB of the Income- tax 
Act, the amount of income- tax computed under this sub - section shall be increased by a 
surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of two per cent. of such income 
tax : 

Provided also that no surcharge shall be payable by a foreign company. 

(4 ) In cases in which tax has to be charged and paid under section 115U of the Income 
tax Act, the tax shall be charged and paid at the rate as specified in the said section and shall 
be increased by a surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of five per cent. 
of such tax . 

(5) In casos in which tax has to be deducted under sections 193, 194 , 194A , 1948 , 
194BB, 194D and 195 of the Income tax Act, at the rates in force, the deductions shall be made 
at the rates specified in Part II of the First Schedule and shall be increased , by a surcharge for 
purposes of the Union , calculated in each case , in the manner provided therein . 

In cases in which tax has to be deducted under sections 194C , 194E , 194EE , 194F , 
1946 , 194H , 194 -1, 1947, 194K , 194L , 196A , 196B , 196C and 196D of the Income- tax Act, the 
deductions shall be made at the rates specified in those sections and shall be increased by a 
surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of five per cent. of such tax. 
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( 7 ) In cases in which tax has to be collected under the proviso to section 194B or 
under section 206C of the Income- tax Act, the collection shall be made at the rates specified 
in that soction or at the rates specified in Part II of the First Schodulo, as the case may be , and 
shall be increasod , by a surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated in each caso , in the 
manner provided therein . 

(8 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -section ( 9 ) , in cases in which income- tax has to be 
charged under sub - section ( 4) of section 172 or sub -section (2) of section 174 or soction 
174A or soction 175 or sub -section (2 ) of section 176 of the Income- tax Actor deducted from , 
or paid on , income chargeable under the head " Salaries " under section 192 of the said Act or 
in which the " advance tax " payable under Chapter XVII - C of the said Act has to be computed , 
at the rate or rates in force , such income tax or, as the case may be, " advance tax " shall be so 
charged , deducted or computed at the rate or rates specified in Part III of the First Schedule 
and such tax as reduced by the rebate of income- tax calculated under Chapter VIII - A of the 
said Act shall be increased for purposes of the Union , calculated in each case in themanner 
provided therein : 

Provided that in cases to which the provisions of Chapter XII or Chapter XII - A or 
section 115JB or sub -section (1A ) of section 161 or section 164 or section 164A or section 
167B of the Income- tax Act apply , " advance tax " shall be computed with reference to the 
ratos imposed by this sub -section or the rates as specified in that Chapter or section , as the 
case may be : 

Provided further that the amount of incomc- tax computed in accordance with the 
provisions of section 112 of the Income- tax Act shall be increased by a surcharge for purposes 
of the Union as provided in Paragraph A , B , C , D or E , as the case may be , of Part III of the 
First Schedule : 

Provided also that in respect of any income chargoable to tax under sections 115A , 
115AB , 119AC , 115ACA , 115AD , 115B , 115BB , 115BBA , 113BBB , 115E and 115JB of the 
Income- tax Act, " advance tax " computed under the first proviso shall be increased by a 
surcharge, for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of five per cont. of such tax . 

(9 ) In cases to which Paragraph A of Part III of the First Schedule applies , where the 
assessce has, in the previous year or , if by virtue of any provision of the Income- tax Act , 
income-tax is to be chargod in respect of the income of a period other than the previous year, 
in such other period , any net agricultural incomeexceeding five thousand rupees , in addition 
to total income and the total income exceeds fifty thousand rupees , then , in charging income 
tax under sub - section (2 ) of section 174 or section 174A or section 175 or sub - section (2 ) of 
section 176 of the said Act or in computing the “ advance tax” payable under Chapter 
XVII -C of the said Act, at the rate or rates in force , 

(a ) the net agricultural income shall be taken into account, in the manner provided 
in clause (6 ) (that is to say, as if the net agricultural income were comprised in the total 
income after the first fifty thousand rupees of the total income but without being liable 
to tax ), only for the purpose of charging or computing such income- tax or , as the case 
may be," advance tax " in respoct of the total income , and 

(b) such income tax or, as the case may be," advance tax " shall be so charged or 
computed as follows:- - 

(1) the total income and the net agricultural income shall be aggregated 
and the amount of incomo- tax or " advance tax " shall be determined in respect of 
the aggregate income at the rates specified in the said Paragraph A , as if such 
aggregate incomo were the total income; 

( ii) the net agricultural income shall be increased by a sum of fifty thousand 
rupoos, and the amount of income- tax or " advance tax " shall be determined in 
respect of the net agricultural incomeas so increased at the rates specificd in the 
said Paragraph A , as if tho not agricultural incomewere the total income, 
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(iii) the amount of income-tax or " advance tax " determined in accordance 
with sub - clause (1) shall be reduced by the amount of income- tax or, as the case 
may be, " advance tax " determined in accordance with sub -clause ( ii) and the 
sum so arrived at shall be the income- tax or , as the case may be , " advance tax " in 

respect of the total income: 
Provided that the amount of income tax or " advance tax " so arrived at , as reduced by 
the rebate of income-tax calculated under Chapter VIII - A of the said Act, shall be increased 
by a surcharge for purposes of the Union calculated in each case, in the manner provided 
therein . 
(10 ) For the purposes of this section and the First Schedule , 

( a ) " domestic company " means an Indian company or any other company which , 
in respect of its income liable to income- tax under the Income- tax Act for the assessment 
year commencing on the 1st day of April, 2002 , has made the prescribed arrangements 
for the declaration and payment within India of the dividends ( including dividends on 
preference shares) payable out of such income; 

(6 ) " insurance commission " means any remuneration or reward , whether by 
way of commission or otherwise, for soliciting or procuring insurance business 
( including business relating to the continuance, renewal or revival of policies of 
insurance ); 

(c) " net agricultural income" , in relation to a person ,means the total amount of 
agricultural income, from whatever source derived , of that person computed in 
accordance with the rules contained in Part IV of the First Schedule ; 

(d ) all other words and expressions used in this section and the First Schedule 
but not defined in this sub - section and defined in the Income- tax Act shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in that Act. 

CHAPTER III

prior to 1stMarch , 2002 and on which duties have be 
come leviable with effect from 1stMarch , 2002 , at the 
rate of 12 % ad valorem . 

(4 ) Woven fabrics ofman -made fibres, falling under 
Chapter 54 or Chapter 55 , when subjected to any one or 
more of the following processes, namely : 

(a ) singeing , that is to say, burning away of knots 
and loose ends in the fabrics , 


(b ) padding , that is to say, application of natural 
starch to one or both sides of the fabrics , 

(© ) back filling, that is to say, application of starch 
to one side of the fabrics; 

(d ) cropping, that is to say, cutting away mechani 
cally of loose ends from the fabrics ; or 

(e ) the process of blowing ( steam pressing ) car 
ried out on woven fabrics of acrylic fibre , 
if such fabrics are processed in a factory which does 
not have the facilities ( including plant and equipment) 
for carrying out bleaching , dyeing or printing or any 
one or more of these processes with the aid of power or 
steam , and such fabrics were exempt from whole of the 
duties leviable thereon under the First Schedule to the 
Central Excise Tariff Act , 1985 (5 of 1986 ) and the First 
Schedule to the Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of 
Special Importance ) Act, 1957 (58 of 1957) , immediately 
prior to 1st March , 2002 and on which duties bave be 
come leviable with effect from 1st March , 2002, at the 
rate of 12 % ad valorem . " ;

(c) after rule 12 , the following rule shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" 12A . Filling of retum in respect of specified 
goods on which excise duty has been imposed on 
and from the 1stMarch , 2002 . — Notwithstand 
ing anything contained in rule 12 , every assessee 
shall submit, in respect of goods specified in the 
Annexure to rule 8A , to the Superintendent of 
Central Excise a return for themonths of March , 
April and May , 2002 , in the form specified by 
notification by the Board , of production and re 
moval of the said goods and other relevant par 
ticulars, by the 10th day of June 2002 . " .
